Under the. terms of the bill, a soldier}

$92.50 to that allowance, making a total 
of $49 & morth for the support of his 
family during his absence. 


The monthly compulsory allotment by 
a soldier to his dependents is not to 
exceed one-half his pay nor less than 
$156 a month. In addit.on to this, he 
may volunhtafily allot as much more of 
his pay as he desires for the benefit of 
his dependents. 

“A soldier having no dependents may 
be required to deposit a certain part of 
his pay to be held on deposit for him

In the event 
of his death, this money would go to any 
beneficiary the soldier may have desig- 
nated, or in case of no beneficiary hav- 
ing been designated, to his estate.

‘members of the I. W. W., according to 
Attorney Otto Christensen, after a care- 
ful perusal of the indictment. 

Despite the fact that there are over 
10,000 individual erimes alleged in the 
five counts against the defendants, Mr. 
Christensen, I. W. W. lawyer, yesterday 
made light of the government’s charges. 


He made a sweeping denial of each and, 


every one of the crimes charged and 
‘gave as his opinion that when his clients 
‘were placed on trial the paramount is- 
sue would be whether the I. W. W. 
members were within the law in pro- 
mulgating or carrying on strikes dur- 
ing ‘war times. 


Denies Anti-War Stand. 


T have read the indictment with great/ 


care and the charges made by the gov- 
ernment cannot possibly stand up,” said 
Attorney : Christensen. “In the first 
place the I. W. W. has at no time taken 
any position one way or the other as to 
the war. They are charged with de- 
claring strikes to embarrass the govern- 


ment. Some of these strikes which have /.

been going on during the war were 
initiated before the war started. 

“Most of the ten thousand offenses in 
the indictment refer to the conscription 
act. In answer to this I may say that 
thousands of members of the I. W. W. 
have registered and have been conscript- 
ed, and at no time were any of them 
exhorted to fight this law. The tele- 
grams referred to which were sent to 
various. points all over the United States 
from the general offices of the organiza- 
tion were purely routine and in no way, 
in my opinion, do the contents of any 
of them come under the ban of the law.

The government announced yesterday 
the arrest of Grover H. Perry in Salt 
Lake City, Utah, who is alleged to be 
one of the “big fry” of the organiza- 
tion. It is said that Perry, who is a 
member of the executive board, was 
one of the moving spirits of the recent 
strikes in Arizona. Perry is said to be 
a direct descendant of Admiral Oliver 
Hazen Perry, hero of the battle of Lake 
Erie. Another arrest, that of John 
Ahleen at Minneapolis was also an- 
nounced, which swells the total of those 
now in custody to nearly 100. 

All those thus far arrested are still 
in jail. A total of $1,625,000 in bonds 
has been asked by the government for 
all those under indictment and, accord- 
ing to Attorney Christensen it will be 
impossible to find bonds for all of them. | 
The attorney said he would soon go 
into court and make an effort to have 
‘the bonds reduced.

We have had 
our troubles in Australia as you are 
having them here, as France, Russia, 
Italy, England, and all the other de- 
mocracies are having them. 

“There have been those who did not 
believe in compulsory military service, 
those who felt that since our industries 
are of such a character as to prevent 
employment of women, it was not wise 
to call more men for war. But it has 
never been doubted that this. war is 
necessary. 

“Now is the time for labor to stand 
‘by the government or be dealt a fatal 
blow. If this war should be lost, labor 
would lose entirely those things for 
which it has fought so long. If this war
